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POOR ORIGINAL BLEED THROUGH 


SOME FOR “BIG JIM’—REST FOR FOLSOM 


Pace in the governor's race quickened this past 
week as Lt. Gov. Jim Allen decided the main issue in 
the campaign was ‘whether we shall have a government 
of morality and principle in Alabama or turn back the 
clock to four years of Folsomism.” 

From the looks of crowds and enthusiasm of the 
crowds whenever “Big Jim” appears at rallies in the 
branch heads over the state, voters are going to insist 
on four years of Jim Folsom. In towns of 400 and 500 
the ex-governor draws a crowd of 1500—as many as 
attended Jim Allen’s highly-publicised kick-off dinner 
in Gadsden last week. 

While Allen, Henderson and Sweet blast at “Big 
Jim” from every side, he runs a “scared race”’ for the 
governor’s office and continues to pick up strength at 
every talk. Whenever the opposition mentions his name, 
it helps the former governor. They could take a page 
from Folsom’s strategy book on this count and be a lot 
better off not mentioning his name. Rival candidates 
add to “Big Jim's” stature as a drawing card by attack- 
ing him. 

Throughout the state the Folsom band wagon has 
gained a lot of momentum. Drayden Smith summed 
up the situation when he asked a lady from the north- 
ern part of Alabama how the governor’s race was going 
to swing in that section. She said, “Some of the people 
are going to vote for Folsom—the rest for “Big Jim.” 

That about tells the story. In his talks the ex- 
governor predicts thunderheads gathering around his 
head during the campaign, but no rain. To wash away 
the present Folsom lead would require a lot more than 
rain from a thunderhead—it would take a cloudburst 
such as flooded Elba in 1929, 
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GULLATTE OPENS GUBERNATORIAL CAMPAIGN

Running for “second place in Elba and Coffee 
County but first place in the rest of the state,” Wins- 
ton Gullatte spoke on the courthouse square Friday 
afternoon.

How- 
ever, it would have been better if Gullatte hadn’t 
entered the main event but warmed up on some of the 
lesser state offices, say lieutenant governor or public 
service commissioner. Not overshadowed by such per- 
sonalities as Jim Folsom, Jim Allen, and Bruce Hen- 
derson, who have been in the public eye for years, he 
could have given other office seekers a real race for 
their money. His campaign for another office would 
attract more serious attention whereas most people 
now regard it with the attitude, ‘I wonder why that guy 
wanted to get in the governor’s race’? To which he 
replies, “I like the salary of $1,000 per month and the 
rent-free house you get with the job in Montgomery.”

J. Morrow, who I so 
often heard express that it was a “pleasure and privi- 
lege” to serve the people of Coffee County. 

it has truly been a pleasure and peivuege to serve 
you these past five years in this capacity. 

On January 30, when the County Democratic Ex- 
ecutive Committee met I qualified to run for reelection. 
For some time I have ‘been interested in and looking 
forward to entering a private business, At the time [ 
qualified for renomination, it was my opinion that my 
business interest would not develop for a number: of 

. years. Since that time, however, it has become appar- 
ent that those plans should be completed before the 
expiration of my term if I should be elected, making it 
impossible to devote full time to the office as I have 
always done.
